The  Chairman  welcomed  the  members  of  the  Society  to  the  meeting. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meeting  of  members  held  on  25th  May. 
1977  were  adopted  and  approved  as  printed  and  circulated. 


EDITORIAL  REPORTS 


General  Series: 

Dr.  J.  Keith  Johnson,  the  General  Editor,  presented  the  following 
report:  - 

It  is  regrettable  that  copies  of  Lafitau,  Customs  of  the  American  Indians, 
Volume  II,  have  not  yet  been  distributed  to  members  of  the  society.  These 
were  promised  by  Maclehose  and  Company  in  April.  It  is  now  understood 
that  they  were  being  shipped  last  week.  It  is  presumed  that  distribution  of 
The  Diary  of  Simeon  Perkins,  1804-1812,  which  Maclehose  and  Company 
had  stated  would  take  place  in  June,  will  also  be  somewhat  delayed. 

Three  completed  manuscripts  are  at  hand  for  publication  in  turn  as 
soon  as  financial  circumstances  permit.  These  are  volumes  I  and  II  of  Lord 
Minto’s  Canadian  Papers,  edited  by  John  T.  Saywell  and  Paul  Stevens  and 
The  Records  of  the  Glasgow  Colonial  Society,  edited  by  Elizabeth 
McDougall. 

Other  projects  which  have  received  the  approval  of  council  but  which 
have  not  yet  been  completed  are:  The  Journals  of  Alexander  Henry  the 
Younger,  edited  by  Barry  Gough,  The  Reports  of  the  Reverend  William 
Duncan,  edited  by  Morris  Zaslow,  The  Survey  Journals  of  Admiral  Bayfield, 
edited  by  Ruth  McKenzie  and  The  Great  Awakening  in  Nova  Scotia  edited 
by  Gordon  Stewart.  Of  these  Miss  McKenzie’s  project  would  appear  to  be 
the  most  advanced.  . 

The  question  of  the  comparative  costs  and  comparative  quality  of 
Canadian  printing  firms  has  been  under  investigation.  In  March  three 
Toronto  firms  were  contacted  and  asked  to  submit  proposals  for  the 
printing  of  volume  I  of  Lord  Minto’s  Canadian  Papers.  Unfortunately 
quotations  from  two  of  these  firms  were  received  too  recently  to  permit 
detailed  comparison.  A  full  report  on  this  subject  will  be  presented  to  the 
next  meeting  of  Council. 


Ontario  Series: 


Professor  W.  G.  Ormsby,  the  Ontario  Editor,  presented  the  following 
report:  - 

Since  my  last  annual  report,  the  tenth  volume  in  the  Ontario  Series, 
Ontario  and  the  First  World  War  edited  by  Barbara  Wilson,  has  been  pub¬ 
lished  and  has  been  well  received  both  by  members  of  the  Society  and  by 
the  general  public.  Alan  Douglas  has  submitted  the  manuscript  for  the 
eleventh  volume.  Colonel  John  Prince.  I  have  done  some  preliminary  work 
on  the  manuscript  and  will  be  getting  to  work  on  it  in  earnest  in  the  next 
few  days. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  Council  approved  proposals  for  two  ad¬ 
ditional  volumes,  The  Upper  Canadian  Rebellion  to  be  edited  jointly  by 
Colin  Read  and  Ronald  Stagg;  and  The  Bank  of  Upper  Canada  to  be  edited 
by  Peter  Baskerville.  Work  is  now  in  progress  on  these  two  volumes  as  it  is 
on  London.  1791-1848  edited  by  Daniel  Brock  and  The  French  Regime  in 
Ontario  to  1715  edited  by  Cornelius  Jaenen.  A  proposal  for  a  volume  on 
the  Ottawa  Valley  is  also  under  consideration. 

Very  satisfactory  discussions  were  held  during  the  course  of  the  year 
with  representatives  of  the  Ontario  Heritage  Foundation  concerning  the 
funding  of  the  Ontario  Series.  On  the  basis  of  these  discussions  a  formal 
memorandum  of  agreement  is  being  prepared  which  will  establish  a  sound, 
continuing  arrangement  for  the  financing  of  the  Series. 

Membership  Report: 

The  Honorary  Secretary,  Mr.  P.  S.  Osier  stated  that  there  are  currently 
1 1 93  members  including  those  whose  applications  are  now  being  processed. 

It  was  suggested  that  members  should  seek  out  and  encourage  applicants 
for  membership  in  the  Society  to  bring  to  total  to  the  presently  authorized 
1 250  members. 

Treasurer’s  Report: 

The  Honorary  Treasurer,  Mr.  J.  K.  Armour,  presented  the  financial 
statement  which  had  been  approved  by  J.  Ramsey  Fraser,  Chartered 
Accountant.
